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technique used, namely, researchers collect data related to 
research in the form of books, manuscripts, articles, previous 
research reports, and newspapers both online and offline and so 
on. The research results showed that women are creatures 
created by God (Allah) who have the nature of menstruation, 
pregnancy, childbirth, and adjustment. Society 5.0 is a concept 
of changing social, economic, and educational life in the digital 
era, where almost all human work will be replaced by machines. 
The roles and challenges of women in realizing a harmonious 
family towards Society 5.0 are life changes, managing 
households, educating children, supporting husbands’ work, and 
fighting for gender equality. The challenge is the role—double, 
gender inequality, work-family balance, unfettered internet 
access, and changing values and morals. 
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A. Introduction 


Family is the smallest part of society. Through the family, the terms husband, wife, father, mother and child 
emerged. Although small, the family has a big role in the life of society, nation and state. A country will be 
good and ideal if it is built from harmonious, prosperous and moral families. In realizing a family that ideal 
of course it cannot be separated from the role of husband and wife. 


In a family, a husband is the head of the household who is responsible for providing a living and providing 
protection for his wife and children as well as providing a good education for family members (Hutasuhut, 
2024).

According to Hamka, women are honorable and perfect human beings who are glorified in rank and given 
privileges so that they have the same position as men in carrying out justice (Nurhasanah, 2020). 


Referring to the opinion above, it can be understood that women are a gender that has the biological nature 
to be able to conceive, give birth, and breastfeed, so that they are able to carry out their duties as a mother. 


Women have an important position in Islam as individuals who are respected and given the same rights as 
men. In Islamic teachings, women have a very important role in the family, society, and Muslims as a 
whole. The Islamic view of women includes: equal rights, education, work and participation in public 
spaces, protection, having obligations in carrying out the role as a mother, wife, responsible member of 
society, receiving respect. 


Thus, in Islamic teachings, women are considered an integral part of society and Muslims who must be 
respected, protected, and have their rights recognized.

With these roles, women as mothers have a great influence in shaping the personality, character, and future 
of children.

d) AsaCommunity Activist 


Women also play a role in the development of social and economic progress in society, for example working 
together with the community and government to create prosperous families. The role of women as members 
of society has an important position in community life, be it politics, socio-culture, education and religion. 
In addition, women are also social administrators who have the task of helping the community in times of 
crisis or needing help, such as helping the community with health, education and unemployment needs. 


3. Harmonious Family 


Before we discuss about harmonious family, it is better if we first understand one by one the meaning of 
family and harmony. The definition of family according to the Big Indonesian Dictionary (KBBD), is people 
who have blood relations, basic kinship a society consisting of a father as head of the family, mother and 
children.

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Based on the above understanding, it can be understood that a family is a small group consisting of two 
parents and one person, whether or not they have a legal marriage relationship, interacting and living in one 
house. 


The definition of harmonious, according to KBBI, is related to harmony, evenness, aligning processes, 
procedures, harmonizing actions. 


Referring to the definition of harmonious in KBBI, it can be explained that harmony is a concept that refers 
to harmony, balance, or a harmonious whole between different elements or elements. Harmonious can refer 
to a balanced relationship between different individuals or groups in order to work together effectively and 
support each other. Thus, the concept of harmony is often associated with harmony, coherence, and beauty 
in the relationship between elements or individuals. 


When the words family and harmony are combined into one, it will give birth to anew meaning. According 
to Gunarsa, family harmony is when family members feel calm, comfortable, peaceful, minimal tension, 
frustration with their condition and existence (existence and self-expression) 


Family harmony in Islamic terms is called a sakinah family, namely a family that is built on the basis of a 
legitimate marriage, which can fulfill the needs of life both physically and mentally, spiritually and 
materially and can create an atmosphere of reciprocity, love, harmony, harmony and balance and is able to 
introduce and implement the values of faith, piety, good deeds and noble morals in the family and 
community environment in accordance with the values sublime Pancasila and the 1945 Constitution. 


In Indonesian perspective, a harmonious family is defined as a happy, prosperous family or household, as 
decided in a deliberation. Area IX BP4 (Assembly Marriage, Disputes and Divorce) on 15 APRIL 1992. 
This is also supported by Law No. 10 of 1992 concerning population development and the formation of 
prosperous families which normative provide a clear understanding of the concept of a prosperous family 
(Nurkholis et al., 2020). 


Referring to the theories of harmonious families above, it can be concluded that family harmony is a 
relationship between family members who respect each other love and respect, creating a happy, calm, 
peaceful atmosphere in marriage. 


As for the goal of building a prosperous family as formulated in article 4 of the Law No. 10 of 1992 
concerning Population Development and Development namely, developing family quality so that a sense 
of security, peace and hope for a better future can be born in order to realize welfare body and soul 
(Musyarofah, 2021). 


A family can it is said A harmonious family can fulfill the following criteria. 


1) Worshiping God (Allah SWT) 

2) Good communication with family members, neighbors and social environment 
3) Always perform congregational prayers both at home and at the mosque. 

4) Finish conflict or problems through deliberation and peace 

5) Respect each other, love each other, tolerance one another. 

6) Healthy and disciplined lifestyle. 

7) Humorous and good appreciation. 


According to Sadarjoen, the aspects of harmony in the family are as follows: 


1) Faith factor 
The faith factor is considered the main supporting factor because with faith in each family member, it 
gives birth to peace and peace. 

2) Continuous improvement 
This factor is related to the sensitivity of feelings between partners towards the challenges of relational 
problems. 

3) Agreement determines the number of children 

4) The couple's commitment to their parents and in-laws is fair treatment of both parties: family, parents 
or in-laws and their extended family. 

5) Have a sense of humor to create a happy atmosphere. 

6) In the family, it has a therapeutic meaning that allows for the creation of happy interpersonal 
relationships. 
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4. Society era 5.0
